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THE URGENCY OF WAR SAVINGS 


While “we are in the presence of 
a crime without a name” it would 
be a major tragedy to lose both the 
war and the peace. That is the 
ominous probability of a head- 
long plunge into a period of war- 
time pleasure spending.

receive. 


In the Victory Loan drive, Can- 
adians added to their laurels, and 
the measure of their effort in this 
direction will make pleasant read- 
ing when the final figures are is- 
sued from Ottawa. this month. 
That, however, is water over the 
dam, and War Savings is now in 
need of support.
